As an additional safeguard 
against possible hurricane floods 
in the area. Lake Okeechobees 
level will be raised from its pres- 
ent 15 feet to 16.4 feet when 30 
miles of new levees in neighbor- 
ing Glades County south of Okee- 
chobee are completed. 

A major flood control measure, 
but long controversial,. the action 
came last week when officials of 
the Central and South Florida 
Flood -Control District finally. 
agreed on the location of Levee 48. 

The $7,500,000 project of Levees 
48, 49 and 50 will run from Fish- 
eating Creek northeast — toward 
this city—to the Kissimmee River. :

When Levees 48 through 50 are 
finished Lake Okechobee will be 
completely surrounded. by levees 
except for the small stretch along 
the shoreline near the City of 
Okeechobee—the northeast one.
